Thank you lor your letter of 16 May 1955, in 
which you requested an expression of our views on 
H. it. 776, a bill to prevent citizens o£ thee United 
States of questionable loyalty to the United States 
Government from accepting any office or employment 
in or under the United Nations, &ni for other purpose*. 

Under ection 102(a)(3) of the National Security 
Act of 1947 {t J ,L. 253, 80th Congress), which is the 
basic Act establishing the Central Intelligence Agency, 
it ie provided That the • geney shall have no police, 
subpena, law-enforcement powers, or internal-aecurity 
functions. Therefore, as H. SI. 776 is solely concerned 
with internal security function*, it would appear to be 
inappropriate for this genev to comment on its pro- 
visions.
